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Storage  stocks  of  potatoes  held  l>y  growers, an|l  local  dealers  in  fall  produc- 
ing areas  of  the  countr4  titd^^^  l(kiO&'r^^filj>tri:^idi(^redweight  on  February  1, 
1970,  according  to  the  Cre]f>  ReporttKg~B«S¥iar""rhis  was  1  percent  more  than 
the  104.  9  million  cwt.   on  hand  February  1,  1969.     These  stocks  consist  of  fall 
potatoes  held  for  all  uses  on  February  1. 

Stocks  in  the  eight  eastern  fall  States  totaled  30. 1  million  cwt.   on  Febru- 
ary 1,  1970,  the  smallest  February  1  holding  since  1956  and  caaip>ares  with 
33.5  million  in  1969.     Maine  holdings  were  22.4  million  compared  with  25.3 
million  on  hand  a  year  earlier.     February  1  stocks  this  year  were  less  than  a 
year  earlier,  in  Upstate  New  York;  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  on  L>oag  Island; 
but  slightly  higher  than  a  year  ago  in  Pennsylvania. 

Holdings  in  the  eight  central  fall  States,  at  20. 9  million  cwt»  this  Febru- 
ary 1,  were  below  the  stocks  of  22.6  million  a  year  earlier.     Smaller  stocks 
in  North  Dakota,   Ohio,   Wisconsin,  South  Dakota  and  Nebraska  more  than  offset 
larger  holdings  in  the  other  central  States. 

In  the  nine  western  fall  States,   stocks  at  54.6  million  cwt. ,  were  12  percent 
above  the  48.  8  million  on  February  1  last  year.     Holdings  in  Idaho  of  3L  0  mil- 
lion cwt.  were  9  percent  more  than  the  28.  4  million  cwt.   of  a  year  ago.     Wash- 
ington stocks  of  10. 1  million  were  up  sharply  from  7.  0  million  cwt.   on  February 
1,   1969.     Stocks  in  Oregon  and  Utah  also  were  larger  than  a  year  ago  and 
California's  equaled  last  year.     Colorado,  Montana  and  Wyoming  each  had 
fewer  potatoes  on  hand  than  a  year  earlier. 

Disappearance  of  1969  fall  crop  potatoes  from  storage  during  January  1970 
at  a  record  high  rate  of  27.1  million  cwt. ,  was  6  percent  more  than  the  Janu- 
ary 1969  disappearance  of  25.  5  million.     Disappearance  of  1969  fall  potatoes 
from  time  of  harvest  to  February  1,  1970,  also  was  a  record  at  128.  0  million 
cwt.  ,  and  compares  with  a  disappearance  of  115.9  million  from  the  1968  crop 
during  the  comparable  period.     Movement  of  1969  fall  crop  potatoes  to  chippers 
and  fresh  market  outlets  during  January  and  movement  for  the  season  to 
February  1,  as  indicated  by  rail  and  truck  unloads,  were  slightly  below  a  year 
earlier.     The  quantities  of  potatoes  processed  for  other  food  products  (exclud- 
ing starch  and  flour)  during  January  as  well  as  for  the  season  total  to  February 
1  were  both  much  larger  than  a  year  earlier.     Quantities  used  by  flour  and 
starch  factories  during  January,  and  for  the  season  to  February  1,  were  also 
above  a  year  earlier.
